Alliance, is 
very probable from the Journey of her Vite-Chancellor 
Woronzow, intothe Emp‘re, and his repairing firlt to 
Berlin : For that this Minifter comes on account of his 
Health, as hath been given out, is far from being gene- 
rally believed. 











The Saxon Army in the Neighbourhood of Leipfick 
is at laft feparated, and tle Troops aregone into Winter 
Quarters, after having firft feen the Pruffians pretty quiet 
in theirs, in the Dutchy of Magdeburg.
